Chicago, Oct. 30.—The transporta- 


tion ace needs some legislative den- 
tistry to provide against future rail- 
road strikes, Ben W. Hooper, vice 
Chairman of the United States Rail- 
road La nor board, today asserted in 
an address before the men's class of 
a local church. 


"In my judgment, congress should 


not have perpetrated the irony of pull- 
ing the board's teeth and then tell- 
ing it to go forth and bite those who 
interrupt traffic and strangle com- 
merce." he said. 


"The 
transportation act, under 


which the board operates, is unique 
in one respect. There is no court, 
tribunal or agency of the government 
that does not possess the power to 
inflict penalties for the violation of 
its decisions. 


"The transportation act uses the 


the word 'shall' up to a certain point 
and there its mandatory provisions 


:ase. 
"It says that the carriers and em- 


ployes 'snail' confer and negotiate for 
the settlement o'f their disputes, that 
if they do not agree they 'shall' take 
the matter up to the railroad labor 
board, and that the board 'shall' de- 
cide the dispute, 


"Just her* the law ceases to be im- 


perative. It provides 
that 
if 
the 


board, upon inquiry, finds that its de- 
cision has been violated, it 'may make 
public Its decision in such manner as. 
it may determine.' 


"In other words, the board may 


point the nng-er of acorn at the vio- 
lator, and call down upon his head 
the denunciation of the public." 


Labor Board's Pronouncement. 


In a. decision stating its findings as 


the result of "Wednesday's hearing re- 
garding the strike situation, the Hail- 
road l*bor board declared "that any 
union going out on strike will forfeit 
its rlgTit and the rights of its mem- 
bers in all existing contracts and lose 
all benefits accorded by the transpor- 
tation act."
